On this fonudatlon fonr Inches «f 
aand were spread, then four lucbea uf 
clay, which was covered by tliree 
inches of aand. These toyera weiv 
thorooglily mixed by harrowing, then 
rolled down smooth and hard. 

On 100 feet of tbia road " bat is de- 
scribed as kaolin sand was spread, and 
an SOO feet sand from a stream near by 
waa naed. Kor labor and teanui tbe 
eoanty paid $172.% and for aand 
IS.18. The entire coat of thto Mt of ea- 
perlmeutal road waa at the rata of 
$2,400 per mile. Aa a arnamar aad a 
winter have paaaed aince titto read waa 
ao treated a fair idea of thia traatmeut 
should soon be obtainable.
